Church, Castro 
At Critical Level 


HAVANA ‘API — Relations 
between the Roman Catholic 
Church and Prim e Minister Fi­ 
del Castro today were at the 
most critical level yet after the 
church angrily denied Castro’s 
charge that priests took bribes 
to preach against his revolu­ 
tion. 
Adding to the increased ten­ 
sion am ong Catholics were per­ 
sistent but unconfirmed reports 
that Archbishop Enrique Perez 
Serantes of Santiago was de­ 
tained briefly by authorities in 
Cam aguey Saturday and told to 
leave Cuba.

Quoting from the report, the 
Bulletin said that as a general 
rule sm all 
schools offer

courses and in less depth. 
The newspaper said the counties 
would work out their own consoli­ 
dations until 1964, then a com­ 
mission would prod the slow dis­ 
tricts. so the job could be com­ 
pleted by 1966.
